Gromyko said the “ever in- 
creasing quantities” of such 
weapons as_ intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and nuclear 
weapons made it imperative 
that an agreement on disarma- 
ment be reached as soon as 
possible. 

The United States and a 
number of other nations have 
presented a draft 
embodying the Western pro- 
posals for disarmament which 
the Russians turned down in 
London.

Recent studies have indicated 
sharp discrepancies in sales 
and inventories as reported by 
business firms in their mer- 
chants and manufacturers tax 
returns as compared with their 
earnings tax returns, Tucker 
said. 

Co-ordination of effort to 
force correction of these dis- 
crepancies now is difficult, if 
not impossible, because earn- 
ings tax returns are filed with 
the Revenue Collector and 
merchants and manufacturers 
returns with the License Col- 
lector. Both of these offices are 
of the “county” type, not under 
city control. 

Legal Study Under Way. 

Based on An investigation of 
the problem 
auditing firm which found that 
most merchants and manufac- 
turers “grossly understate” 
valuations, sales and inven- 
tories in license tax returns, 
the Mayor has directed the City 
Counselor’s office to study 
city and state law “to deter- 
mine what steps must be taken 
to establish this master file.” 

Tucker said results of the 
studies “indicate the clear need 


for establishment of a central | 


index filing system. The ad- 
ministration will initiate, sup- 
port and push for adoption of 
legislation necessary to estab- 
lish this master file, if this is 
found legally possible. 

“Discussions pertaining to 
the establishment of this cen- 
tral file system were launched 
immediately after receipt of 
an auditor's report but action 
was. withheld pending the out- 
come of efforts on behalf of 
adoption of a new charter. 

“Since the Missouri Supreme 
Court ruled the new charter 
could not place ‘county’ of- 
fices under the Mayor's juris- 
diction, and since the charter 
with its stronger fiscal controls, 
has been defeated, the Board 
of Estimate has resumed dis- 
cussions aimed at establishing 
this central file system. 

“The City Counselor has 
been asked to study city ordi- 
nances, the charter and state 
str*utes to determine what 
steps must be taken to estab- 
lish this master file.” 

Tax Committee's Proposal. 

Another move to increase 
city revenues from the mer- 
chants and manufacturers tax, 
under which 19 types of busi- 
ness now paying a flat license 
fee would be taxed on the basis 
of business volume, was recom- 
mended last September by the 
Citizens Tax Committee named 
by the Board of Aldermen. 

The committee estimated that 
revenue to the city would be 
increased at least $300,000 a 
year and possibly $600,000 by 
the change.

Any effective rehabilitation | 
program for discharged pa- | 


tients must be based on recog- 
nition of these factors, and 
must begin long before the pa- 
tient leaves the hospital, he 
said, Families should be con- 
sulted and helped in under- 
standing the patient's prob- 
lems, so they can help, not 
hinder, the patient's rehabili- 
tation. 

Dr. Fisher also noted the | 
value of work as a rehabilita- | 
tion factor. 

“The idea in a rehabilita-— 
tion program is to treat the | 
patient as a totality, not as a | 
series of parts, and only a truly | 
integrated program can achieve | 
this,” Dr. Fisher said. 

“This would require close co- 
ordination between the hos- 
pital, rehabilitation center and 
the community, and this can 
be achieved only with the full 
co-operation of all govern- 
mental, community and private 
agencies,” he said. | 


U.S. HITS CUT-OFF POINT 
IN URANIUM PROCESSING 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
Jesse C. Johnson, an Atomic 
Energy Commission official, 
said today the United States 
has reached a cut-off point for 
production of uranium concen- 
trate. 

At the same time Johnson 
said the search for new urani-. 
um supplies must continue on | 
broad scale “if we are to 
achieve the atomic power de- 
velopment anticipated in the | 
néxt 10 to 20 years.” | 

Johnson, director of AEC’s 
division of raw materials, made | 
his remarks in a speech at the 
Atomi¢ Industrial Forum, hold- | 
ing its fourth annual confer- 
ence in New York. | 

He said the United States 
is producing uranium concen- 
trate, the refined starting point 
of atomic fuels and weapons 
materials, at a rate of about 
10,000 tons a year and will in- 
crease to 15,000 tons in 1959. 
By that year, he said, total 
free world production of urani- | 
um oxide should total at least 
40,000 tons.

Ten Years of Anti-Science 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Chancellor Clifford C. Furnas 
of the University of Buffalo cites 
the projection of the Russian earth 
satellite, “Sputnik I,” as one of the 
three great scientific achievements 
of this century. The two others he 
lists as the first sustained flight in 
an aeroplane by Orville Wright and 
the first controlled chain reaction 
or nuclear fission. 

Having been employed by the 
University of Chicago in conjunc- 
tion with the famed metallurgy 
project, the events surrounding the 
latter stand out vividly in my mind. 
The achievement of the A-bomb, 
one of America’s two “firsts,” was 
the culmination of the efforts of a 
brilliant group of United States, 
_ British, and refugee scientists. 


Our nation at that time had an 
ideology, had a cause, espoused lib- 
eral policies, most of all had per- 
sonalities in key positions, which 
provided the atmosphere and cli- 
mate which attracted first-rate sci- 
entists from all over the world. 

Economic remuneration simply 
wasn’t an incentive. It was ideo- 
logical. And into that project 
went the best of Einstein, Fermi, 
Compton, Urey, Chadwick, Bohr, 
and yes, Oppenheimer. 

* . . 

While engaged in a war in Eu- 
rope and another in the Pacific, 
we were nevertheless able to mar- 
shall the manpower and resources 
needed to complete in four years 
what otherwise might have taken a 
half century and which eventually 
cost two billions of dollars. 


It is difficult to ascribe credit 
for the tremendous accomplish- 
ment. But no one who reads the 
historical documents fairly, candid- 
ly, or discerningly, can fail to take 
cognizance of the dominant role 
which President Roosevelt played 
in the entire project. 


He made the decision to embark 
upon it, and he would have had to 
face the abuse of his critics had it 
fizzled. He deserves the highest 
of praise for imagination, courage, 
foresight, and decisive action. 


How did this come to pass? The 
first contact with the Government 
was made by George B. Pegram of 
Columbia University, who ar- 
ranged a conference between Fermi 
and the Navy in 1939, and as per 
usual, nothing happened there be- 
cause of organizational inertia. 


Then two scientists, fresh from 
Europe, L. Szilard and E. Wigner, 
conferred with Einstein, and later 
the three went to New York to talk 
with Alex Sachs. Sachs, supported 
by a personal letter from Einstein, 
talked directly to President Roose- 
velt, and Roosevelt, who had imag- 
ination and vision, saw in a flash 
the value of the scheme.

It 
does no good to shift the blame to 
Sherman Adams, James Hagerty or 
Charlies Wilson. A strong Execu- 
tive should be able to make strong 
decisions, and to accept responsi- 
bility squarely. 

Mr. Roosevelt provided the kind 
of America which appealed to scien- 
tists—a planned society, a progres- 
sive, forward-looking society, a 
government which utilized scientists 
in the Cabinet and in an advisory 
capacity in almost every other 
branch. 


Mr. Roosevelt's was perhaps the 
most serious attempt at the crea- 
tion of a scientific society in our 
nation’s history—based on a wider 
understanding of our physical (and 
social) environment, the predictable 
laws which control it, and the fac 
tors impinging on our successful 
adjustment to it. 

That atmosphere has been lack- 
ing in the past 10 years of anti- 
science in our government, featur- 
ing purges of the body as well as 


purges of the mind. One need 
elaborate no further.

If valid reasons exist for the discharge of 
James D. Carter as director of the Missouri 
Department of Corrections, they most certainly 


are not those advanced by State Representative . 


Raymond B. Hopfinger. 


The essence of the anti-Carter case presented 
by the Berkeley Democrat, a onetime guard at 
the Church prison farm, is that Carter “has not 
learned how to get along with subordinates who 
did not agree with him or see it his way.” That 
may be too bad, but it is not Mr. Carter’s job to 
have to get along with subordinates who do not 
take kindly to direction. 


It is the duty of the Director of Corrections to 
lay down policy and supply overall supervision 
of the state’s several penal institutions. It is 
the duty of the heads of the various institutions, 
including Warden E. V. Nash of the penitentiary, 
to carry out policy established by the Director. 


That the Warden does not see eye-to-eye with 
his boss on many administrative matters came 
into the open in the legislative hearings con- 
ducted by Representative Hopfinger’s special 
committee. Director Carter complained that 
Warden Nash, a state merit system appointee 
selected by Carter, has been “disloyal and 
unco-operative.” 

If anybody should go, why should it not be 
the Warden, a former sergeant in the State High- 
way Patrol with no special professional] training 
for his post? If a Warden cannot get along with 
his superior, he ought to resign; if he declines 
to take that way out, then the Director ought to 
take steps to remove him under the merit system 
provisions covering insubordination. 

Removing the Warden’s job from the merit 
system, as is now urged by Mr. Hopfinger’s com- 
mittee, is the one way not to get rid of him. 
That would make the post political. Patronage 
has absolutely no place anywhere inside the 
penitentiary. This applies with equal force to 
the committee’s further proposal for an end 
to merit in the selection of such purely admin- 
istrative officers as the deputy warden, direc- 
tors of prison industries and farms and the 
yardmaster. That is asking for trouble. 

As for Director Carter, an appointee of former 
Gov. Donnelly, he is the responsibility of Gov. 
Blair. Mr. Carter came here in 1955 to take 
over the cleanup job in the department made 
necessary by the destructive penitentiary riots 
of the previous fall. His academic and profes- 
sional background in the field of penology was 
limited but it was superior to that of anyone 
else in the department. Under Gov. Donnelly, 
the State Highway Patrol had been the principal 
source of Directors of Corrections, Wardens and 
Parole Board members. 

The extent and diftection o/ ,.ogress in the 
Corrections Department under Mr. Carter are 
difficult to judge precisely. There have. been 
many gains. But the Missouri system still seems 
to be merely custodial; certainly it makes no 
pretense of doing the first-rate rehabilitation 
job attempted by progressive California. 

California’s model penal system was built in 
large measure under the enlightened direction 
of Gov. Earl Warren. If Missouri's is to ap- 
proach California's in quality, then Gov. Blair 
will have to display the same kind of imaginative 
leadership that Earl Warren did. 
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Sandburg Meets the Press 

Carl Sandburg’s session on “Meet the Press” 
will stand as one of the most memorable half- 
hours in the history of that frequently stimu- 
lating program. Here was the distinguished 
poet-historian-biographer being plied with sharp, 
hard questions from practical newspaper re- 
porters, busy with the day’s news. 

What would Lincoln have done at Little Rock? 
(He would have gone to work on the r: oblem 
much earlier and he would have received Gov. 
Faubus at Washington instead of at Newport.) 

Would Lincoln have put federal troops at 
the integrated high school? ‘(He would have 
done other things first. He had enough re- 
sources to delay the use of arms while he 
obtained results by persuasion.) 

Would Lincoln be a Republican today? (He 
was not always a Republican in his own day. 
Today he might be an “Arthur Larson” Repub- 
lican, but not an “Eisenhower” Republican.) 

Much of the time the Sandburg face reflected 
amusement. But now and then it was firmly set 
and once his jaw shot out with determination. 
That was when he volunteered his own com- 
ment on the significance of Sputnik. Speaking 
of McCarthyism with bitter scorn, he said that 
political sickness brought with it distrust of 
scientists and we are paying the price in this 
country now. He made it his business to men- 
tion the name of atomic physicist J. Robert 
Oppenheimer and he said that there were 
those in the United States who would have sent 
Albert Einstein to prison. Yes, it was a mem- 
orable half-hour this poet provided. 
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Ventilate Syria 

As Syria and Russia weakened their case by 
rejecting mediation, so Turkey and the United 
States would weaken theirs by declining U.N. 
investigation except on their own terms. 

That is a simple fact whieh Western spokes- 
men should bear in mind as the General As- 
sembly debate on Syria's complaint proceeds. 
The complaint and its background demand full 
and impartial investigation. The Western posi- 
tion should be in favor of full and impartial 
investigation. While an inquiry by Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold would be prefer- 
able, the NATO powers cannot afford to oppose 
one by a neutral commission. 

Is there a real military threat against Syria? 
The two United Press correspondents who could 
find no sign of any military activity or tension 
along the Turkish-Syrian border (they missed 
seeing one Turkish commander because he was 
off on a picnic) bear out what has been sus- 
pected all along, that the military “threat” is 
largely fictitious. And this is confirmed by the 
attitude of Syrian spokesmen in the Assembly. 
They~+talk about “massive concentrations of 
troops,” only in the most perfunctory terms and 
without giving details. 

What the Syrians do dwell upon at great 
length is something .different—not a military

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Khrushchev’s Old Friend Zhukov 


The question of whether the removal of Mar- 
shal Georgi K. Zhukov from the post of Minister 
of Defense means that Soviet Russia's greatest 
living military hero has been sidetracked or is 
about to be promoted should not long remain 
in doubt. 


Either the Communist party chief, Nikita S. 


Khrushchev, is purging his principal rival in 


the Soviet power struggle or he is taking one 
of the first steps to promote Zhukov to the 
premiership when the Supreme Soviet meets 
next month. Khrushchev must feel sure of 
himself, whatever he does, since he has offered 
no explanation nor even sent up any trial bal- 
loons to judge reaction. Western diplomats are 
reported as believing Khrushchev sits firmly in 
the Kremlin saddle and that Zhukov probably 
has been demoted. 


The wily Khrushchev is playing a very dan- 
gerous game. Zhukov, the chunky soldier with 
the peasant’s face, is a popular figure through- 
out the Soviet Union, a tried and true Com- 
munist and, above all, a man who always follows 
orders. His record in World War II is to Soviet 
Russia what Gen. Eisenhower’s record is to the 
United States. And he is the first professional 
soldier to win a place on the Presidium of the 
Central Committee, the highest policy-making 
body in Soviet Russia. 


Khrushchev and Zhukov have known each 
other since 1940 when Zhukov commanded the 
Kiev military district and Khrushchev, with 
headquarters in Kiev, governed the Ukraine. 
Four times the marshal has sided with or other- 
wise aided Khrushchev in recent. crises. 

The jealous Stalin had practically exiled 
Zhukov. When Stalin died on March 5, 1953, 
Zhukov was summoned to Moscow, apparently 
by Khrushchev. He helped to stabilize the sit- 
uation that led to the Malenkov-Beria-Molotov 
triumvirate and later helped wreck it. 

In the following June, Zhukov sent to Moscow 
the tanks that gave Khrushchev the power he 
needed to purge Beria. And last December, when 
Khrushchev’s power in the Presidium was 
threatened, Zhukov made it plain that the army 
would act if Khrushchev were ousted. 

Thus, although Khrushchev should be last- 
ingly indebted to Zhukov, he must also view 
him as the man most likely to succeed him. 
Has Khrushchev decided that it has become 
necessary for him to purge his ally? 
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Where the Responsibility Lies 

Washington, writes James Reston of The New 
York Times, is “full of charges that the Presi- 
dent is often ill-informed and inattentive, and 
there is scarcely a competent observer who 
would deny either point.” 

Columnists Joseph and Stewart Alsop make 
the same observation. Discussing the crisis of 
missiles development, they declare Mr. Eisen- 
hower has been “screened from the unpleasant 
realities by his subordinates.” And they add: 
“There are plenty of reasons for believing that 
the President is inadequately informed.” 

If these distressing reports are accurate— 
and unfortunately much supporting evidence 
could be cited—it is necessary to add that the 
responsibility for being fully informed rests 
not on a President's subordinates, but on the 
President. 

If facts are withheld, then it is his job to see 
that they will not be withheld. If staff mem- 
bers screen him from unpleasant realities, it 
is up to him to get staff members who will not. 
The awesome decisions which only a President 
can make must be based on full information. 
It is part of the presidential responsibility to 
make sure of obtaining it. 
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You Can Go Home Again 

In calling the community's atiention to its 
obligations toward discharged mental patients, 
the Mental Health Association of St. Louis is 
performing a valuable service. 

The community's duty does not begin there, 
as the association recognizes. Still earlier, it is 
up to good citizens to press for genuine efforts 
at rehabilitation in our state mental hospitals, 
instead of mere custc-—ial Care. 

Minnesota under Luther W. Youngdahl as 
Governor showed nearly a decade ago what can 
be done when enough citizens are sufficiently 
aroused. Citizens’ demands for improvements 
were pressed upon the Legislature so assiduous- 
ly that the resistance of inertia in old bad 
habits crumbled. 

The State instituted a building program, bet- 
ter food and clothing for patients, better re- 
search, training of psychiatrists and psychia- 
trists’ aids. It found, furthermore, that in- 
creased outlays to treat patients—cure some, 
improve others—proved more economical in the 
long run than pinched appropriations to main- 
tain a deplorable status quo. 

When institutionalization has done the best it 
can, the payoff comes in the phase the Mental 
Health Association is presently emphasizing— 
the treated patient's return to the community. 
The facilities, the attitudes and the opportuni- 
ties the discharged patient finds there lie espe- 
cially within the province of lay citizens aroused 
and 1 ‘te eifective through some such agency 
as the Mental Health Association.

Until the spring of 1956 Warsaw 
was still the capital of Soviet satrapy. 
Then came the revolt, in June 1956, 
of the workers of Poznan, the after- 
math of which was more revolution- 
ary than the event itself. 


Poland's present leader, Wladyslaw 
Gomulka, is a life-long Communist. 
Yet the almost universal respect in 
which he is held by Communist as 
well as non-Communist Poles is owed 
to the fact that he rebelled against 
his party and government in 1948 
and spent years in jail for it. 

However, to judge from Poland's 
voting record in the United Nations, 
she still belongs with Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania, and the other puppets of 
Moscow, and her foreign policy con- 
tinues to be dictated by the Kremlin. 


The massacre of the Hungarians 
dealt a terrible shock to the Poles. 
But when a delegation of Polish writ- 
ers and journalists went to Gomulka 
to ask that he help the Hungarian 
refugees, he lectured them on the 
raisons d’etat that made it impos- 
sible for Poland to defy Moscow open- 
ly in relations with other countries. 


Soviet Example Is Rejected 


On the home front, Gomulka not 
only rejects Soviet Russia as an ex- 
ample for Poland to follow, but lets 
it be known that he regards the Soviet 
“road to Socialism” as “a path of 
thorns.” 

Again and again Gomulka has said 
that it is Russia’s backwardness that 
is responsible for the way the Soviet 
system has developed. 


Gomulka’s desire to change the So- 
viet-model economic system that had 
been imposed on Poland after 1949 
was made clear on the very first day 
of his return to power. He stated 
that a mixed economy with a strong 
private sector was the only salvation 
for a Poland ruined by Soviet eco- 
nomic planning. 
forced collectivization. 

The peasants have taken full ad- 
vantage of the changed situation. They 
now look for the best markets for 
their products and sell on. them, 
heedless of the press’s denunciations 
of “speculation.” 

In Poland's towns, too,.though to 
a much smaller extent, private 
erty and enterprise have been 
respectable again, and here and there 
these have even been helped with 
small state loans. 


The situation of Poland’s industrial 
workers is less favorable. Though the 
miners, for instance, have had their 
wages substantially increased and,

CANNES, France. 
T IS a place of faces. The eyes and the mouths are 
intense. The women show no friendliness, They squint 
into their cigarette smoke and the eyes watch the big 

roulette wheel spin slowly to the right, while the little 
white ball hugs the rim 
to the left, Their hands 
perform the mechanical 
function of sifting the 
stacks of pink thousand 
franc chips downward 
with a sound like faint 
applause. 

The men—some in din- 
ner jackets—stand be- 
hind the seated women. 
When the wheel stops, 
the men stoop to whisper. 
Sometimes the women 
look up and smile, Some- 
times they shake their 
heads. Gambling is the 
business of try to win 
unearned money from a 
machine which can out- 
wit you without thinking.

The Palm Beach Club 
is one of the best, It 


stands seaward on a 
point of land to the east. At night, the offwhite color of 


the building is framed by lights and looks like a cube of 
sugar. It has two doormen. One opens a glass door out- 
ward; the other pulls the second door inward. There is a 
rumba orchestra and a floor show with trampoline acts 
and a big dining room. Down a corridor to the left, and a 
short turn to the right, is the gambling room.

AT THE TABLES, some play chemin de fer (which 
means railroad, although a literal translation is the road 
of iron), This is played with two or three cards and, briefly, 
the player who comes closest to the figure nine wins.

She is beautiful, with onyx 
hair and creamy skin and an expensive white gown with a 
sweetheart neckline and appliqued flowers. The other 
players do not like to see her because she plays for small 
stakes and, when she is broke, she will accept gratuities 
from the men. 

There is a card game called 30-40 which ts fairly com- 
plex and the devotees of this one seldom change, Out on 
the terrace sits Col. Fuchs, a Frenchman on the NATO 
staff. He is reading a book while his wife plays 30-40, He 
does not worry. She keeps her losses low. 

There are roulette tables where 200 francs (48 cents) 
is the minimum bet. There are others where the minimum 
is 500 francs and 1000 francs ($2.40) and some players, like 
the statuesque dark one and her stout husband, play two 
tables at the same time and pace between them as the 
wheels spin.

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THE LITTLE OLD LADY never loses, She is French 
and she has snowy hair in an Italian short bob and a long 
nose which hangs over her mouth, She is about four feet 
tall and perhaps 70 in years and she walks from table to 
table, making notes on a pad.

Checks That Bounced the 


‘Not Guilty’ 


Wrong Way 


Close Resemblance to Actual Forgers Leads Innocent Victims to Prison 


This is the second of a se- 
ries of actual cases in which 
an innocent person was con- 
victed of a crime 
by another, They appear in 
the book “Not Guilty” (Dou- 
bleday).

N October, 1934, 29-year-old 

Nancy Louise Botts, wife of 

William Botts, was living with 
her husband in the town of 
Brazil, Ind. The Bottses had 
been married for five months. 
Nancy was pregnant and con- 
tented with her lot. But, on 
the afternoon of Oct. 12, the 
day on which her happiness 
was shattered, she had become 
somewhat restless and, for the 
moment, bored, She had fin- 
ished the household tasks in 
her small apartment, had read 
the few magazines scattered on 
her living-room table, and felt 
too lanquid to go out and take 
a walk. 

When she heard voices in the 
apartment of her next-door 
neighbor, Marjorie Roberts, she 
welcomed the trivial distrac- 
tion. Impetuously she decided 
to ring the doorbell of Mar- 
jorie’s apartment. Marjorie 
might invite her to share what- 
ever sociability was going on. 

Marjorie did not answer the 
doorbell. Nancy, on terms of 
easy familiarity with her neigh- 
bor, turned the handle of the 
door, which opened to her 
touch. She walked into Mar- 
jorie’s living room. There she 
saw Marjorie and three strange 
men confronting her. Two of 
the men had an astonishing re- 
action to her presence in the 
room. 


“She’s the woman we've been 
looking for!” the first man said 
excitedly, 

“That's right!” 
man cried. 

The third man reached her in 
one swift stride, grasped her 
arm, and pulled her farther 
into the room. Incredulous, 
Nancy heard him say that he 
was arresting her. 

Later Nancy learned about 
the circumstances leading to 
this strange event. 

In recent months there had 
been a clever criminal at work 
in the town of Kokomo. A 
young woman, usually with a 
small child in tow, looking the 
original of the picture of do- 
mesticity, would enter a store 
and ask to see some merchan- 
dise. After ‘making several 
purchasts she would suddenly 
find that she did not have the 
cash to pay. Embarrassed, shc 
would ask the merchant to take 
a payroll check and, since the 
check called for more than the 
amount she owed, to give her 
the remaining cash. The mer- 
chant would agree, thinking 
that she might become a steady 
customer. Invariably the check 
would be returned, the words 
“no account” stamped across its 
face. 

The police were notified by 
the merchants who had been 
swindled but, for several 
weeks, made no progress on the 
case. Impatient, the forger’s 
victims hired a private detec- 
tive to track her down. 

In the course of his investi- 
gation the detective, accom- 
panied by two merchants from 
Kokomo, called on Marjorie 
Roberts, as several clues led to 
her. While they were ques- 
tioning Marjorie, Nancy made 
her unfortunate entrance into 
the Roberts’ living room. 

The two Kokomo merchants 
were certain that Nancy was 
the criminal. Nancy said that 
she had never been in Koko- 
mo. 

The detective took Nancy to 
Brazil police headquarters. 
There the police questioned 
her for two hours. Persistently 
she denied her guilt. But the 
merchants were absolutely sure 
that she lied. So the police 
took Nancy to Indianapolis, 
where she was arraigned and 
put in jail. She remained in 
jail until her trial, since her 
husband could find no way to 
raise the $2500 required for 
her bail. Nancy lived with ter- 
ror all the while. Because her 
body suffered, too, she lost 
her unborn child. 

The trial opened in Kokomo 
in the middle of November 
1934. The prosecution placed 
seven merchants on the stand. 
Each described the crime by 
which he had been victimized. 
Each testified that Nancy was 
the criminal. 

Nancy’s defense rested on 
her alibis. An insurance col- 
lector testified that, on one of 
the days when Nancy was said 
to have been in Kokomo, he 
was collecting a premium from 
her in Brazil. Three of her 
neighbors swore that they had 
seen her near her apartment 
house when the other forgeries 
named in the indictment had 
occurred. 

The question of which wit- 
nesses were correct was now 
for the jury to decide. But 
there was additional evidence 
the jury should have had: In a 
forgery case a comparison of 
the suspect’s handwriting with

that of the handwriting on the 
forged document becomes vital. 
The prosecutor did not need 
such a comparison to prove 
guilt; the testimony of the 
identifying witnesses sufficed. 
But the defense needed that 
evidence, since a handwriting 
analysis would, in fact, have 
proved Nancy innocent. But 
probably because Nancy lacked 
the funds, her lawyer, did not 
call a handwriting expert. The 
jury, without this evidence, 
which might have changed the 
direction of their thought, 
brought in a guilty verdict. 


A week later the judge sen- 
tenced Nancy to not less than 
two and not more than 14 years 
in the state penitentiary, while 
William, trying to give com- 
fort to his stricken wife, could 
not think how. 


In December 1936 two years 
after Nancy had begun her 
prison term, another series of 
forgeries occurred, The police, 
examining the new bad checks, 
realized that they had been 
written by the same forger for 
whose crimes Nancy had been 
convicted, This was proof more 
certain than had been present- 
ed to the jury. Nancy now had 
an alibi no one could: dispute, 
since she was in prison when 
the new crimes took place. On 
Dec. 16, 1936, the Governor 
granted Nancy an unconditional 
pardon. 

The police caught Mrs. Dor- 
sett, the real criminal, in the 
act. ‘She confessed, claiming 
that her husband was respon- 
sible for her crimes, since he 
had coerced her into com- 
mitting them. 

The Dorsetts were tried to- 
gether. Seeing Mrs. Dorsett in 
the courtroom, Nancy under- 
stood why at her own trial the 
witnesses had erred. She and 
Mrs. Dorsett could almost have 
been identical twins. 

Nearly two and a half years 
later, on March 9, 1939, the 
State Legislature awarded 
Nancy $4000 as compensation 
for her wrongful imprisonment. 
But she probably spent that 
money on medical care, for a 
few months later her doctor 
discovered that her heart was 
seriously impaired. Although 
no one can prove that the 
prison years directly caused 
this ailment, certainly no phy- 
sician would have recom- 
mended the experience for the 
sake of Nancy's health.

Clifford T. Shephard 


NTIL April 1935, 49-year- 
[J ou Clifford T. Shephard 

commuted daily from North 
Plainfield, N.J., to Philadel- 
phia, where he was a partner 
in a prosperous fund-raising 
organization. A bachelor, he 
lived alone in a boarding house 
owned by a Mrs. Betty Lester, 
with whom he was on casual 
friendly terms. This mode of 
life abruptly ended for Shep- 
hard on April 18. 

On that day, about 5 in the 
afternoon, Shephard, on his 
way to the boarding house 
after the day’s work, stood on 
a street corner, waiting for the 
traffic light to change. A quiet 
evening loomed attractively 
ahead. Mrs. Lester, who had 
been marketing in town that 
afternoon, chanced to arrive at 
the same corner while Shep- 
hard still waited for the light. 
Chatting companionably about 
the evening meal ahead, Shep- 
hard and Mrs. Lester crossed 
the street when the light 
turned green, and headed for 
Shephard’s car. They did not 
see the man who had followed 
them for a block or two until 
they reached the car. 
into Shephard’s face, the man 
shouted, “That's him! I'd know 
him anywhere!” 

Before Shephard could reply, 
the man went on in the same 
excited voice, ‘““‘That’s the same 
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woman, too. She was with him 
then.” 

Shephard decided that this 
outrageous man did not merit 
a reply. Taking Mrs. Lester's 
arm, again he started toward 
the car. Suddenly two more 
men appeared. Although 
dressed in business suits, their 
police shields introduced them 
to the startled pair. They of- 
fered no explanation of the ar- 
rest. Only in the prosecutor's 
office did Shephard and Mrs. 
Lester learn the reason. 

The man who had followed 
them to Shephard’s car ex- 
plained. “Three months ago,” 
he told the prosecutor, “they 
came into my store and cashed 
a check for $35. It wasn’t any 
good. I'd know them = any- 
where.”

HEPHARD said that there 
§ haa been some mistake. He 

had never been in this man’s 
store, nor had any check he had 
written ever bounced. The mer- 
chant and the _ prosecutor 
listened but they did not hear. 

“They hooked a lot of us 
merchants,” the man went on. 
“I can get you plenty of wit- 
nesses.” 

A few days later nine more 
merchants identified Shephard 
and Mrs. Lester as the culprits. 
The two were soon indicted for 
forgery. For seven months they 
remained in jail awaiting trial. 

The trial opened in Novem- 
ber, 1935. The prosecution ex- 
hibited the forgeries and called 
the 10 merchants who testified 
that the accused were the crim- 
inals. 


Since the defendants had 
been impoverished by their 
months in jail, they could not 
pay a'lawyer to defend them. 
They were represented by a 
court-appointed counsel, a re- 
cent law-school graduate. De- 
spite his inexperience, no doubt 
this lawyer thought of calling a 
handwriting expert to testify, 
but, lacking funds, the defend- 
ants could not pay an expert's 
fee. The defense consisted of 
the testimony of a series of 
character witnesses, and of a 
mechanic who swore that Shep- 
hard had been in his garage, 
waiting for his car to be re- 
paired, while one of the crimes 
was taking place. 

The jury found Shephard and 
Betty Lester guilty. The judge 
sentenced them to nine-month 
prison terms. 

The nine months passed and 
the prisoners were released. 
Just outside the prison they 
were rearrested for another se- 
ries of forgeries. 

The second trial was a night- 
mare repetition of the first. An- 
other group of outraged mer- 
chants testified for the state, 
and the forgeries were put in 
evidence. The defendants, not 
able to obtain a handwriting 
analysis, offered the same piti- 
ful defense. After the guilty 
verdict, which to the defend- 
ants must have seemed inevi- 
table, the judge sentenced Mrs. 
Lester to a nine-month term, 
Shephard to 18 months. 

The second time Shephard 
emerged from prison he had 
aged beyond his years. Nor did 
the thought of freedom appear 
golden now, for he had had 
time in which to reflect on what 
a prison record meant. His de- 
pressing fantasies were not 
shaken by reality. 

Once a man of standing in 
the business world, Shephard 
now counted himself lucky 
when he found an odd job or 
two a day. He subsisted on 
what he earned from mowing 
lawns and washing dishes. 
These jobs stopped when, for 
the third time, he was arrested 
on a charge of forgery. 

Again a group of merchants 
identified him. But the grand 
jury did not indict Shephard 
for these forgeries, since he

could prove an alibi, having 
been in prison when the crimes 
took place. The case was never 
brought to trial. 


The fourth conflict between 
Shephard and the state began 
in 1938. It was then that Shep- 
hard, now fully realizing the 
consequences of his prison rec- 
ord, determined to prove his 
innocence. 


Borrowing money from a 
friend, he enlisted the services 
of the Burns Detective Agency 
to discover the actual forger. 
Digging in their files, the inves- 
tigators found information 
about a criminal, Edward Sulli- 
van, who resembled Shephard. 
The agency's handwriting ex- 
perts, comparing the signatures 
on the checks allegedly written 
by Shephard and those actually 
forged by Sullivan, saw that 
they were the same in each de- 
tail. 


With the first feeling of con- 
fidence he had known in the 
long years since his first arrest 
Shephard applied to the Board 
of Pardons for a full pardon on 


plied for a pardon a second 
time, presenting the Sullivans’ 
confessions. This time, he felt 
sure, he could not lose. How- 
ever, a few days after he had 
presented it, his application 
was returned. Stamped across 
its face, in large red letters, 
was the word “rejected.”

HAT afternoon Shephard 
T got a job as a handy man in 

a bar and grill. There he 
became friendly with a cus- 
tomer, a newspaper reporter 
who, outraged by Shephard’s 
treatment at the hands of the 
Board of Pardons, helped him 
with his next appeal. It, too, 
the board rejected. Every two 
years after that Shephard and 
the reporter presented a new 
appeal. Each time it was 
turned down. 

In the fall of 1950, the news- 
paper man succeeded in bring- 
ing Shephard’s case to the at- 
tention of Gov. Driscoll, who 
ordered a full-scale investiga- 
tion. The old board had been 
replaced and three new mem-
